Dantzler bill is compromise farmers 
can live with says Robert Buker

tion\ Following are his views on how the pro- 
ceedings are going. 
TALLAHASSEE - Three Everglades bills were 
debated before the Senate Natural Resources 
Committee this past week which sent a clear 
signal of how the battle to restore the Ever- 
glades and protect farm jobs will be fought in 
the coming weeks. A 

The battle will pit environmental extremists 
parading under the banner of Marjorie Stone- 
man Douglas and demanding that farming be 
eliminated in South Florida against farmers and 
a small group of supporters who believe as we 
do that farming and the environment must be 
preserved at the same time. 
Sen., Curt Kiser of Pinellas County presented 
a bill that puts farmers out of business. The 
„Kiser bill would tax sugar farmers $78 an acre 
each year, raising $38 million a'yeer and require 
that farmers pay the total cost of fixing the 
South Florida eco-system, regardless of who is 
at fault for any of the problems. Notably it failed 
to tax urban areas or to even have the govern- 
ment pay to fix problems caused by the Corps of 
Engineers. , ` 

The ironic part of the Kiser proposal is that it 
rejects the Stormwater Treatment Areas for 
cleanup, originally a top priority of environmen- 
talists, and offers no methodology for removing 
phosphorus from farm water runoff. The pro- 


posed bill doesn't say how the money would be 
spent, just how it would be collected. 

The Kiser proposal contains the same "punish 
the farmers" language of a petition being circu- 
lated statewide by Orlando millionaire develop- 
er George Barley, who wants the State Constitu- 
tion amended to get rid of farmers. 

If the Kiser bill does not pass, the environ- 
mentalists said, then pass no bill at all. 

Environmentalists' strategy became more 
clear as debate opened on the three bills the 
Senate Natural Resources Committee will 
choose among. 

Sen. Rick Dantzler.of Winter Haven presented 
his-version of а new Everglades Protection Act 
which was tough ori farmers, but allowed them 
to survive, 5^ 

Dan Thompson, chief lawyer for the State 
Department of Environmental Protection, pre- 
sented the Administration bill which contains 
numerous unfair and harmful sections. The bill 
calls for farmers cleaning their neighbors pollu- 
tion and paying their neighbor's taxes. The gov- 
ernment would have the right to come back and 
impose new standards and new regulations on 
farmers at any time, making useless the spend- 
ing of hundreds of millions of dollars building 
Stormwater Treatment Areas. 

Sen. Dantzler said his bill was désigned to cre- 
ate compromise legislation that-helps restore 
the Everglades, “without causing economic 
chaos.” 14 5 

Many of the members of the’ natural 
Resources Committee appeared to be equally 
concerned about the potential economic devasta-

Palms are sometimes neglected 
during winter months 


Palms are an important 
feature in the South. Florida 
landscape büt during the 
winter months people often 
neglect taking care of them 
properly and they can 
become yellowed or discol- 
ored and actually detract 
from landscaping rather 
than add to it. Most palms 
can be injured by low winter 
teniperatures and t's not 
uncommon to have many of 
the lower fronds on larger 
palms yellowed or discolored 
during this time of the year. 
People that take pride in 
their landscapes make spe- 
cial effprts during the winter 
months to discolored fronds 
pruned off and renioved and 
to do fertilizing if needed to 
keep palms ina good grean 
healthy condition. 

Often as you drive around 
the landscape you see many, 
types of deficiencies and 
even diseases at ths time of 
the year. One problem that's 
very evident in many types 
of palms is a lack of certain 
nutrients, particularly.man- 
ganese and magnesium. The 
lack of manganese' often

„dition, commonly nicknamed 


“frizzle top” is often seen in 
queen palms, royal palms, 
most date palms and fan-leaf 
gine like'paurotis. The con- 

tion makes the entire palm 
appear to shrink and eventu- 
ally can kill the bud and end 
the life of the palm. 
Applications of good palm 
fertilizers containing man- 
ganese or a supplement of 
manganese sulfate will cor- 
rect this condition and allow 
the palm to resume produc- 
ing normal appearing fronds. 

Magnesium definciency 
shows up on older leaves and 
typically the fronds have a 
dark green center with a 
light yellow edge and this 
porgresses upward from the 


wa 


bottom towards the top of 
the palm. Canary Island date 
palms often show this defi- 
ciencey in the lower eight to 
10 fronds. Some people try to 
remove the problem by cut- 
ting off megnesium deficient 
fronds. This does not solve 
the problem though and the 
deficiency simply shows up 
in the next hugher fronds. 

There are other problems 
that can affect palms such as 
insects, but ususlly these are 
minor and do not do signifi- 
cant damage. Some caterpil- 
lars may chew palm fronds 
and scale insects may be 
occasionally found on new 
growth or the underside of 
the fronds. Most insects on 
palms are easily controlled 
by spraying if you wish to 
with suc products as 'sevin, 
dipel or malathion.
